Washington, Aug. 19.—The cable re­ 
port from London that Lord Salisbury 
has yielded to Secretary Olney on the 
crucial point of the Venezuelan nego­ 
tiations—that of including the settled 
portions of the disputed tract in the 
proposed arbitration—is regarded as 
an important development by those in 
terested in the subject. This inclusion 
of the “settled districts’’ has been the 
chief obstacle in the way of arbitration,

"If Mr. Bryan could show me that by 
any means known to heaven or on 
earth wages could be increased I will 
be ready to support him, because I 
know of no test of prosperity absolutely 
infallible except the rate of wages paid 
to laborers. 
“Nothing is more common than the 
mistake that money and property are 
identical. They are not. There may be 
a very large volume of circulating me­ 
dium and very great poverty. The is­ 
sue of paper money simply is no more 
an increase of wealth than the issue by 
an individual of his promissory note 
would show an increase of his prop­ 
erty. As a matter of fact, an increase 
ii* the coinage is no proof of an in­ 
crease in property, but may be a strong 
proof of a decrease in wealth. It is not 
the volume of money hut the activity of 
money that counts.’’ 
“The basis of sound trade is sound 
money; money which is intrinsically 
valuable; money which—like the gold 
coinage of this country—the govern­ 
ment cannot affect if it tried to. I can 
take a $10 gold piece and I can defy 
all the power of all the governments of 
this earth to take 5 cents of value from 
it. 
Having earned it by the sweat of 
my brow, having earned it by the ex­ 
ercise of my brain, having earned it 
by the exchange of my commodities, I 
can go to the uttermost ends of the 
earth, and wherever I present it its 
value wiP Le unquestioned and unchal­ 
lenged.” 
“In order that you should under­ 
stand just how a change in the stand­ 
ard of values enables men to cheat their 
creditors you have to consider the func­ 
tion which money plays in measuring 
debts. If I had paid $10 for ten yards 
of cloth to be delivered 'to me next 
week, and in the interim the govern­ 
ment should pass a law declaring that 
hereafter the yard measure should con­ 
sist of eighteen inches and that all ex­ 
isting contracts should be settled in ; 
that system of measure, I would be 
cheated out of half the cloth for which 
I had paid. 
If, on the other hand, I 
owed a cloth merchant for ten yards 
of cloth, which he had delivered to me 
and which was payable next week,

half, then I would settle that debt in

are grown. 
Spring wheat is reported

Mr. Storrow pointed out that the “set­ 
tled district” was in fact but little set­ 
tled; that the number of British col­ 
onists there was comparatively insig­ 
nificant; that their “improvements,” on 
which Lord Salisbury had laid much 
stress, were of the most meager and 
primitive kind, and that the 
whole 
money value of existing British settle­ 
ments—houses, improvements, etc.— 
would be a comparatively small sum. 
From this the conclusion was drawn 
that these so-called settled districts 
should not stand in the way of the ad­ 
justment of so large a question. There 
has been no intimation that this view 
was shared by the British authorities 
until the cable dispatches stating that 
on what is believed to be the inspired 
authority of the Bradford Observer 
that the point was conceded by Lord 
Salisbury. 
The further suggestion is made that
